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Expect More From Children and Get More

In high school, the best students 
usually know their parents expect 
them to go to college. The poorest 
students often feel their parents 
do not expect them to attend col­ 
lege. 
Many students could do 
much 
better if they knew positively that 
better work is expected of them. 
Some parents find 
it hard to 
know just what they should expect 
from their children. 
Surprisingly often, parents have 
no expectations at all. They feel 
they should not ‘ pressure” their 
children. 
Just as frequently, parents have 
unreasonably high expectations for 
their children. This can be difficult 
for both parents and student when 
the expectations are not based on 
the child’s ability or interests. 
"Johnny is going to be a phy­ 
sicist” may have a solid founda­ 
tion in fact if Johnny leads his 
class m high school m athem atics. 
It is unrealistic if Johnny is en­ 
tering kindergarten 
Effective expectations for any 
youngster must be based on the 
child's known strengths and abili­ 
ties. 
It if useless to ask an average 
child to become a Qieoretical math­ 
ematician. He doesn't have that 
kind of ability. 
If he does, of 
course, it is unfair to expect less 
of him 
What do you. as parents, expect 
from your child in school? 
You may have a fairly clear idea 
of his abilities when he starts to 
school. You know whether he gets 


ideas quickly, whether he is inter­ 
ested in a wide variety of things, 
how well he rem em bers the things 
he learns. 
Success in school requires more 
than this, however. He will be ex­ 
pected to listen, to share, to ac­ 
cept the group discipline neces­ 
sary when he and 30 friends are 
crowded into a classroom. 
Parent« can do a great deal to 
give children the background that 
helps them get a running start in 
school and keeps them successful. 
Insisting that he follow the rules 
and routines at home helps him 
accept them at school. 
As a child 
progresses through 
the grades arid into high school, 
your expectations for him — and 
his for himself — may change. Re­ 
member that different kinds of 
plants 
have 
different 
kinds 
of 
blooms, and some plants bloom 
early, and som* bloom late. 
If you expect the student in your 


family to attend college, the ex* 
pectation should be reinforced by 
the way he m asters high school 
subjects. If the subjects definitely 
are too difficult for him, you may 
have to change your expectations. 
Adults often say to me “ 1 am 
glad m y parents m ade m e prac-

In those 
days, as now, a policeman came 
to your house only to bring bad 
news. He asked neighbors where 
yotir family lived and the neigh­ 
bors knew it was bad news and 
were hesitant in telling him.

But the po­ 
licem an persevered and went on 
up the stairs and the one neigii- 
bor told another so that when the 


policeman

The poor are asham ed of their 
earliest beginnings while the rich 
will exaggerate the hardships and 
w ear their form er poverty like a 
badge of honor.

‘‘How in the wide world do you 
navigate with a headful of m er­ 
chandise like this?” T asked. 
The waitress shrugged and put 
everything down.

Well, that is the way it goes in 
Tehuantepec. In U. S. cities, wives 
and daughters pay out heavy cur­ 
rency to charm schools to learn to 
walk around with a book balanced 
on the noggin. 
Tehuanas learn it for nothing from 
childhood.

Small ladies of four and five 
years trot down the highway with [ 
all sorts of strange objects ^riding j 
on the penthouse.

Another million households 
share a bath with neighbors. 
In countless homes the bathtub 
is used as a storage place for the 
w inter's coal supply. 


With the coming of Spring, the 
home-owner usually feels its tim e 
to perk the place up with a fresh 
redecoration job. The first thing 
I that conies to mind is a change in 
j the wall colors. 
Truly, a fresh coat of 
paint 
; works wbnders in dressing up a 
home. Wall colors should, of course 
be selected to best suit thfe specific 
needs of the home in question and 
reflect the tastes and. personality 
of the home-owmer. 
Generally, a decorative schem e 
should consist of a related group 
of colors. Use the colors that you 
feel m ost appropriate. Add variety

floor. 
T here’s no reason 
why

rooms should m atch; paint variety 
in and get a feeling of spacious­ 
ness. 
The trend today is to make the 
kitchen area flow out Into the din­ 
ing room. 
Paint wdll 
help 
you 
achieve this plehsing eye effect. 
Select two colors, one to use on the 
dining room walls, and the other 
com plem entary 
color 
for 
*he 
kitchen. The easy-to-elean surfaces 
of modern paints will be a great 
aid in keeping the kitchen wall* 
cleaner for longer. 
If the kitchen is small, select a 
bright color that will m ake the 
walls glow with brightness. Chances 
are the sm allest room in most any­ 
one’s house is the bathroon. New” 
paint colors can help make this 
roorii aDpear a great deal larger. 
Light shades can defeat that boxed- 
in feeling common in sm all rooms.

to call it quits. Clearly B ritain wras 
not ready for his gospel of soap 
and w ater.

Town councils have been fight- j 
ing a rearguard action to keep Bri­ 
tain im pure in other subtle ways, j 
such as delaying approval of ap­ 
plications 
for 
governm ent 
bath­ 
room grants for as long as a year, j 
John Page, a Conservative Mem­ 
ber of Parliam ent, blam es the wel­ 
fare state for the present deplor­ 
able situation. By m aking every­ 
thing easy, the welfare state has 
sapped the initiative of the aver­ 
age Briton, says Page. 
To set an exam ple. Page has j 
been scouring junk yards for se c -; 
ond - hand bathtubs and gas wat- j 
er heaters. He has even offered to ; 
help install these fixtures in the 
hom es of bathless fam ilies in his I 
constituency. But again there have 
been few takers. 
Clearly nothing m uch can be | 
done until the 15 million bathless 
Britons are sold on the virtues of a 
b risk ‘scrubbing.
